In 
the dolicato and difficult controversy 
on tho Alabama claims, and other 
minor national questions, whore the 
greatest piudenoe and conciliation 
were roquirod to keep tho two eoun- 
trios within friendly relations, itis said, 
Mr Adams doserves the gratitude of 
the English pooplo. While ho novor 
for a moment forgot the dignity of 
his own country, and oven sometimes 
nrgod tho Alabama affair with a por- 
tinaoity whioh in oth'-r men might 
have booiidoemod offensive, ho novor 
at the same time for a moment lost 
sight ot tbo necessity of remaining at 
penoe with ours, and at tho critical 
moment wbon exasperation throaton~ 
ed to overtake prudenco, ho would 
resioro tho umlcrBi finding in tho moat 
pracelul and cordial manner. The 
Mail savs. 'There woro times 
during tbo last seven jnvs t?b«b we 

been occasionally less rigod and in- 
flexiblo. It is natural, though per- 
haps not roasonablo aliogother, ttiat 
we should havo wished him to look at 
tbo questions between us with Eng- 
lish rather than American oyos. J3ut 
MrAdumshad his duty to his own 
fjovernmont to poriorm, and tbo niceBt 
ingenuity could not havo enabled 
h m to render that duty especially 
attruotivo to us. Ho invariably, boys - 
ever, exhibited a wise d scrotion and 
cool judgment. ' It we tako tbo vio> 
lent speeches of the Anioricau Conn 
greBB and people, delivered at times

Mr Adams is tho repro° 
eonta ive ot a family whioh 
has taken tho most prominent position 
in American affairs sinoo tho creation 
of tbe American nation, and his own 
public life extends over a quarter of a 
century. He is a man of groat natural 
ability, solid reading and scholastic 
attainments, a statesman in fact in 
evtry way. When wo recollect that 
the questions it was his duty to press 
upon England so long were doomed by 
her people as somewhat strained and 
unjust, and the course ho had to pursue 
could under no cireumsiancos bo other 
than distasteful, we may bo assured 
he has accomplished no common suo- 
oess in retiring from his responsible 
position with the earnest regard of 
our Government and the gratitudo ot 
our pooplo. Lot us hope his succossor 
will pursuo tho same policy and retiro 
with the same honor.

Pigott was sontencod to 
twelve cnloiidei months unprirtonmont 
at tho ond of wbioh ho wan io find the 
same sureties as Sullivan. Tho son- 
tonco is considered by the public 
preBS generally as severe, but iiecesn 
eary as a precaution to put an ond to 
tho vile charactor of such writings as 
the Government had io thoso cases to 
deal wiih- Tho removal of tho pri- 
soners to ^ou| caused no manifesta- 
tions ot fouling from tho populace' ex- 
cept a partial cheering Sul- 
livan expressed himself satisfied 
before leaving Court with tho charge 
and conduct of tho Judge and Crown 
officers, but not with the jury. Be is 
represented as a most gif ted mau-ono 
of those brilliant Irishmen that have 
bo olten flashed across tho pago pi 
history, only, as it wore, to fill a felon's 
call. It is a sad thing to soo suoli men 
misled by the false theory of rogonor- 
ating Ireland by rebellion ; and tho 
judge in passing sentonco frooly regret 
todj tho nccossity of "withdrawing 
him from society tor a timo," ospooially 
as he had long dovoted his eminent 
nbilitios to the public sorvioo, to ad- 
vanco tho cuo.i-o of oduca'ion and pro 
mote the claims of charity It is 
mU nh to ho honed unit Sullivan and 
all men at his vlutiti, Hko Obaeled cruvm 
Duffy, will follow a life of wisdom in 
tho futuro, and attain thereby tho 
honors which ho eocurod in the past, 



By telegraph last night we are in- 
formed of tho demise of this distin- 
guished nobleman. The account re» 
coivod is very meagre, simply stating 
that his lordship fell into a pleasant 
stupor, from whioh ho novor recovered. 
From the contradictory roports lately 
received about his health, and tho 
advanced age to which ho had arrived, 
howovor much wo may regret to an* 
nouoce his death, wo cannot bo 
surprisod at it, for he must at least 
havo roaobod his ninetieth yoar.
